Your Lenten Spirit 

We are now in the Lenten season with whose spirit, the 
Bishop hopes, you wilf be filled. 

Daily Family Prayer (the Rosary, for instance) is rec- 
ommended to all; as also midweek Lenten devotions. One or 
two members of the family could arrange to attend daily 
Mass, and everybody, from seven years up, should practice 
little self-denials. 

On the fourth Sunday of Lent—March 7—the annual 
collection for European Relief under the auspices of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference will be taken up, and 
every wage-earner, as well as children in the schools, should 
contribute generously to that collection as they did last year. 

You have all received your Lenten envelope, which is 
sealed, and contains a slot for the deposit into it of the 
savings you effect daily by staying away from shows and 
denying yourself refreshments, candies, etc. 

These savings, as you have already been informed, will 
be delivered to your pastor at the end of Lent, and from 
them he will credit you with a membership in the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith ($1.00); a subscription to Our 
Sunday Visitor ($1.50); a contribution to Diocesan Charities 
and the support of the National, Diocesan, Deanery and local 
units of the NCCW ($1.00). Whatever your offerings 
amount to in excess of the cost of these things will go to your 
parish church or school. 

One would not be practicing much self-denial during 
Lent if he did not save at least from $5.00 to $10.00 during 
the holy season. You have been informed that in most dio- 
ceses special drives are conducted during the year for the 
diocesan paper, for Catholic Charities, and other things. 
You pay only one-half as much for Our Sunday Visitor as 
the average diocesan paper costs, and your dollar towards 
Diocesan Charities and the support of the NCWC is prob- 
ably not one-third as much as you would be expected to give 
in a special drive. The Laetare Sunday Collection is taken 
up in every Catholic church in the United States in the hope 
of raising at least $5,000,000.00. .

According to recent reports 
from this largely unexplored land, 
under the rule of the Grand Lama, 
with an estimated population of 
6,000,000, and only 350 Christians, 
the lamas (Buddhist priests) of 
Sogun have issued an order aimed 
at wiping out Christianity. 

Christians have been asked to 
sever “voluntarily” all connections 
with the mission at Yerkalo, the 
only Catholic mission within the 
Grand Lama’s jurisdiction; they

Is Heard In Many 
U.S. Classrooms 


Offers Thanks For Help 
Given Last Year And 
Renews Appeal For Lent 


Vatican City, Feb. 11—(NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII today 
addressed a special appeal to the 
school children of the United 


States to take an active and even 
a leading part in the Bishops’ cam- 
paign for the victims of war who 
are suffering untold hardships in 
Europe and the Far East. The ap- 
peal was broadcast at 1:30 o’clock 
over the facilities of the nation’s 
broadcasting system, by transcrip- 
tion, and was heard in hundreds of 
classrooms in Catholic schools 
throughout the nation. 


The text of the Pontiff’s talk fol- 
lows: 


Dear children, you have heard 
many times—at home and at school 
and in church—how happy it al- 
ways made our Lord to stop and 
talk with little ones like you: 
Boys and girls he hoped and pray- 
ed would grow up to be strong and 
holy members of the big and won- 
derfully holy family He began to 
build when He came to live with 
men long ago in his home with 
Mother Mary and Saint Joseph. 


But our Lord did more than just 
stop and talk with his little ones, 
he prayed with them, and enjoyed 
their games and happy laughter. 
He answered their questions. Some 
of them very serious questions that 
only a child can ask. He dried 
their tears and settled their little 
quarrels: for He had come to bring 
all men together, and not tear 
them apart. He shared with them 
what little He had to eat: for 
though He was a “carpenter’s boy” 
(Matt. XIII 55) and poor from the 
day He was born, He knew, and 
wanted them to know, that the 
bread and other good things of life 
were meant for all of God’s chil- 
dren, the needy ones especially: 
and that the Father in Heaven 
blesses you even’ more when you 
give than when you receive. 


Catholic schvol children will not 
need to be told that our Lord is 
the teacher, as well as the friend, 
of the little ones in his family. 
They are His pupils as well as the 
innocent lambs of His flock. He 
teaches them from His Sacred 
Heart, in language children can 
easily understand.

“Parents have the highest duty 
and the primary right” in the edu- 
cation of their children, the Car- 
dinal writes, and “the State is 
obliged to protect parents in the 
performance of this duty and in 
the exercise of this natural right.” 

“Any disregard of this judicial! 
position and any exaggeration of 
State authority in that sphere, 
even if it ta*es place in the name 
of democracy, leads to the disaster 
of a new State totalitarianism and 
a collectivism destructive of hu- 
man rights,” the Cardinal warns. 

In the course of his letter the 
Cardinal welcomes the aim of the 
occupational authorities to prevent 
the rise of a new danger to world 
peace through “re-education” of 
Germany’s youth, but he asserts 
that the directives issued by the 
Military Government for a school 
reform program contain certain 
instructions and demands that 
stand in no relation, direct or in- 
direct, to the aim in view. 

These directions—dealing with 
such problems as teacher training, 
the status of kindergartens as in- 
tegral part of the educational sys- 
tem, free tuition and books for all 
children, ete.—constitute an inter- 
ference with internal German af- 
fairs, Cardinal Faulhaber contends, 
declaring it to be a violation of 
natural law if the occupational 
power were to seek the imposition 
of an educational system upon a 
conquered country.

Notre Dame, Ind.—Letters of praise for Catholic priests 
and Sisters written by the great Union and Confederate gen- 
erals of the Civil War were released for the first time this 


week by the Rev. Thomas T. 


McAvoy, C.S.C., head of the 


history department of the University of Notre Dame. ;

respondent during the Civil War' 
and author of a history of the| 
Irish Brigade. The manuscript, en-| 
titled “Soliders of the Cross,” tells) 
the story of the Catholic chaplains | 
and nuns who served in humani-| 
tarian roles for both sides during) 
the conflict. 

Major Conyngham, after comple- 
tion of the manuscript, asked the 
various generals of both sides to 
express their opinions of the ser- 
vice rendered by the Catholic 
priests and nuns during the war. 

“Catholic chaplains were 
kind and attentive to the temporal 
and spiritual wants of the men of| 
their brigades, and were assiduous, 
in their attentions in encouraging | 
the well and comforting the sick 
of the army,” wrote General Rob-| 
ert E. Lee. | 

“There were three regular chap-| 
lains attached to General Stofford 
and Heyz’ Louisiana Brigades,” 
General Lee continued, “namely, 
Father, Father Sheeran, Father 
Hubert and Father Mulders. Other 
Catholic clergymen occasionally 
visited the army, conspicuous 
among whom was Bishop McGill of 
Richmond.” 

General Lee had praise for the 
nuns, too. “The Catholic Sisters in 
Richmond devoted themselves to 
the sick and wounded in the hospi- 
tals,” he wrote, “and I was told 
were unremitting in their atten- 
tions to the soldiers.” 

On the Union side, General 
George B. McClellan wrote: “My 
attention was very frequently 
drawn to their disinterested and 
most valuable efforts in the cause 
of humanity .. .” 

Another famous Union Military 
leader, Major General A. E. Burn- 
side wrote: 

“... The Catholic clergy were 
eminently distinguished for the 
self sacrificing manner in which 
they performed their duties. They 
spared no pains and shrank from 
no exposure or hardships in their 
labor for the relief of the sick 
and wounded. Wherever there is 
sympathy for suffering there will 
be gratitude for the self-sacrificing 
labors of these devoted men. Of| 
the Sisters of Mercy there is lit-| 
tle need for me to speak. Their 
good deeds are written in the 
grateful hearts of thousands of 
our soldiers, to whom they were 
ministering angels.” 

Federal Major General Joseph 
E. Hooker said he had had little 
contact with the work of the Sis- 
ters but praised the chaplains say- 
ing: 

“. « «1 always found the Catholic 
chaplain faithful, attentive and 
zealous in the discharge of his 
duties. His mission seemed to be 
to devote himself solely to the 
spiritual and temporal wants of 
the soldiers. In camp, by his pious 
example and religious teachings, 
he greatly softened and christian- 
ized the tone and actions of the 


men; while, in the field, he was 


found regardless of danger, 
where his duty called him and 
where the wounded or the dying 
soldiers needed his ministration.” 

General W. S. Rosecrans, who 
was a convert to the Catholic 
Church, wrote: 

“I always expected from the 
Catholic chaplains and _ Sisters 


works stamped with the impress of 


that Divine Charity which has God 
for its author and final end and do 
not remember an instance in which 
I felt disappointed. 

“If you wish to compare the 
fruits of the various kinds of char- 
ity, displayed during the late war, 
I think considerable contrast may 
be found between those which 
spring from natural and _ those 
which spring from supernatural 
motives.” 

General Rosecrans already had 
become a Catholic when he wrote 
this letter. 

Major General W. 8S. Hancock 
wrote that Catholic priests and 
nuns “had the respect of the troops, 
without regard to their religious 
views, from the general highest ia 
command down to the drummer 
boy.” 

Southern General P. G. Beaure- 
gard wrote: 

“The services of both chaplains 
and Sisters were most devoted and 
invaluable during the most trying 
periods of the war; their efforts to 
alleviate the sufferings of the 
wounded and sick, Federals as well 
as Confederates, were indefatigable 
and unremitting. Even Protestant 
commanding officers were always 
happy to avail themselves of the 
self-sacrificing, untiring and gen- 
erous assistance of the Sisters who 
were so kind and devoted to the 
poor, helpless, sick and wounded 
soldiers placed under their care, 
that these heroes of many hard 
fought battles, looked upon them 
as their own sisters or mothers.” 

Protestant chaplains in the Civil 
War thought highly of their Cath- 
olic fellow-chaplains. Chaplain 
George Petter, a Methodist minister 
in the Union Army, wrote: 

“I was well and intimately ac- 
quainted with many Catholic chap- 
lains, and truly express the’ senti- 
ments of thousands of my own 
faith, when I say that a more self- 
less, more devoted, and more cour- 
ageous set of men never served in 
any army. In battle they splendid- 
ly defied the bullets of the enemy, 
and were always present in the 
front among the bravest of the 
brave. I have beautiful memories 
of the Rey. Fathers Tracy, Cooney 
and also of the brave Chaplain 
Brady of the 15th Michigan.

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Shakespeare Was Brought Up 
A Catholic But May Not Have 
Lived As One, Scholar Says 


Ottawa, Ontario, Feb. 9—(NC)—Shakespeare was born 
and brought up a Catholic but there is doubt that he lived as 
one, at least during his 30s and 40s, in the opinion of Dr. 
G. B. Harrison, head of the Department of English at 
Queen’s University, Kingston. Dr. Harrison spoke on the 


subject “Shakespeare, the Man” in the Christian Culture 
Lecture Series at Notre Dame Col-@ 


lege here. 

Referring to Shakespeare’s re- 
ligion, Dr. Harrison said: “He has 
been claimed by Catholics, by An- 
glicans and even by Puritans. The 
evidence—to my mind conclusive— 
is that he was born and brought 
up a Catholic. There is also the 
statement made by Richard Da- 
vies, archdeacon of Litchfield, who 
died in 1708, that Shakespeare 
‘died a Bapist.’ 

“The matter is worth following 


up a little, as it does throw some 
light on Shakespeare’s mind. 


“Shakespeare’s father, John 
Shakespeare, married Mary Arden 
of Wilmcote near Stratford, a 
family of some means and stand- 
ing. The senior branch of the Ar- 
den family were the Ardens of 
Park Hall, and in the early 1580s 
the head of the family was Master 
Edward Arden, a keen Catholic 
who even maintained his private 
chaplain, Father Hugh Hall, to say 
Mass for the family. 


“In 1583—when the results of 
the preaching and martyrdom of 
the Blessed Edmund Campion were 
still disturbing the Privy Council, 
Edward Arden’s son-in-law, whose 
name was John Somerville, op- 
pressed by the persecutions, went 
out of his mind, eluded his keeper, 
and made off for London. His be- 
haviour was wild, and his words 
wilder; he was even heard to utter 
threats against the queen, even to 
say that her head should be stuck 
on a pole. 

“As a result the whole family 
was soon entangled in a charge of 
high treason and condemned to 
death. Father Hall and Somerville 
died in prison—according to one 
account Somerville was strangled. 
Edward Arden was executed in 
Smithfield, protesting that he died 
for his faith—which he undoubt- 
edly did; his wife was condemned 
to be burned, but was apparently 
pardoned. 


“Now Edward Arden was the 
cousin of Shakespeare’s mother 
and he died in 1584—when Shakes- 
peare was 20, and already the fa- 
ther of three children.

Compulsory Military 
Training Opposed 


EARLY all Catholics. in the 

United States are opposed to 
compulsory military training, prin- 
cipally because of the moral dan- 
gers to young men taken from 
their homes and placed in circitm- 
stances which all too often weaken 
their faith and lower their moral 
standards. Members of many Pro- 
testant churches are also opposed 
to compulsory military training, 
and last week the New York State 
Council of Churches listed the fol- 
lowing eight objections to the plan 
now before Congress: 


(1) It was hastily introduced 
and rushed through committee 
without adequate hearing. 

(2) It does not indicate any 
overall military policy in keeping 
with modern scientific strategy. 

(3) It provides no exemption 
for divinity students and no appro- 
priate alternative training for con- 
scientious objectors. 

(4) It permits segregation, and 
does not prohibit discrimination on 
account of race or national origin. 

(5) There is no satisfactory 
provision for the. termination of 
conscripted service. 

(6) There are no limitations of 
the power of the military in deal- 
ing with non-conforming and in- 
dependent trainees. 

(7) It has extraordinary pow- 
ers over the independence of civil- 
ians who may unintentionally be- 
come involved in connection with 
recalcitrant trainees. 

(8) It provides the President of 
the United States a basis for the 
assumption of dictatorial powers 
without an existing state of war 
with a foreign power. 

The resolution further charges 
that the use of large standing 
armies is now obsolete “in prospect 
of atemic warfare,” and the prac- 
tice of universal conscription by 
many European countries has not 
prevented war, and has often en- 
couraged a resort to war.

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Learn How'To Baptize Properly 


giro time ago there was an 
item in the pa about a 
Baptist minister in Washington, D. 
G., who baptized a class of con- 
verts in the Potomac River. His 
technique was original, to say the 
least. Magnificent in a cerise-col- 
ored suit, he stood on the bank 
where a public-address system had 
been rigged up. From there he 
gave’ directions to his assistants 
who had a class of catechumens 
out in the water. When everything 
was set, he pronounced the words: 
“IT baptize you in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost”—and while he was 
saying the words, his assistants 
plunged the candidates three times 
beneath the water—Was it a sac- 
rament? 

The report of a baptism in one 
Protestant church stated that 
while the minister dropped a palm- 
ful of water on the candidate’s 
head, the choir sang the appropri- 
ate words in a four-part arrange- 
ment.—Was it a sacrament? 


Christ Taught Us How 


It was Christ who instituted the 
sacraments. According to His in- 
structions, the one conferring bap- 
tism must immerse the candidate, 
or pour water on his head, or 
sprinkle him with water so that it 

ows, while at the same time the 
minister of the sacrament says: “I 
baptize thee in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 

Since everyone has the power to 
confer baptism, everytime the 
words and action are combined by 
one who has the intention of ful- 
filing Our Lord’s wish, the sacra- 
ment of baptism is cortferred, 
whether the minister of-the sacra- 
ment is Ca e or Protestant. 

In neither of the instances re- 
ported above was there a real bap- 
tism. The words were said, the ac- 
tion performed, but nothing 4 

since in neither case did 
minister combine words and action 
in his own person.

Thinking a baptism is good can’t 
turn a dud into the real article. 


There’s A Difference 


But won’t they save their souls 
just as though they had been bap- 
tized?—Maybe so. But if they do 
save their souls, it won't be 
through sacramental baptism. It 
will be rather through baptism of 
desire or through the infinite mercy 
of Almighty God. We are loathe 
to tie His hands. All we have to go 
on is His statement that “Unless a 
man be born again of water and 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God.” 


Such a “wishful sacrament” im- 
prints no character on the soul, 
and since the person has only a 
fictitious baptism, he cannot valid- 
ly receive Absolution, Confirma- 
tion, Holy Orders, or Extreme Unc- 
tion—nor Matrimony, unless he 
has been dispensed from his im- 
pediment. These sacraments just 
don’t “take” .with an tnbaptized 
person. 

_That is why we Catholics bap- 
tize practically all our converts at 
least conditionally. Baptism is 
such an important sacrament that 
we can’t afford~to take any 
chances. It isn’t a second bap- 
tism, mind you, since Baptism can 
be received only once. The 
receiving a convert who alleges 
previous baptism says “If thou art 
not baptized, I baptize thee. . .” 
Then if the Protestant ceremony

They 
think the career of a saint is all 
right for pious women and nuns 
and priests who have renounced 
the world and its pleasures. But 
not for  red-blooded, vivacious 
young men and women. They know 
the world has its dangers. They 
are not ready however, like the 
saints, to run away from these 
dangers. They have the courage 
to face them, and they are confi- 
dent they can win without re- 
treating. 

Back in the minds of many 
young people is the nation—often 
not expressed but present nonethe- 
less—that a saint is a sissy. He 
flees the world, fearful of the 
thorns that nestle among the flow- 
ers of life’s joys and pleasures. 
He shies away from attractive 
young people, fearful that he 
might fall in love with them. He 
is forever running away from 
danger. Many young people thus 
have the idea that courage is not 
especially conspicuous among those 
who are called saints. Today as 
perhaps never before courage is 
in the forefront of all the virtues 
receiving the world’s applause. 

We will undertake to show that 
among the most courageous of all 
people are the saints of God. Never 
is courage lacking in any saint. 
Always is it present to a supreme 
egree. e the manner in which 
it expresses itself may be different. 
But the virtue is there in abund- 
ance. First of all however let us 
consider the true ideal of saint-

Contrary to this too prevalent 
misconception, a saint is the most 
attractive and likable of all people.

True he retains 
his individual characteristics. For 
sanctity shines through the stain- 
ed-glass windows of human nature 
with its wnending variations in 
temperament and personality. 

Undoubtedly the distinguishing 
mark of eminent holiness is an all- 
embracing love which harbors no 
resentments and knows no grudges. 
In the countenances of all men— 
white, black, yellow,.. brown — it 
sees the lineaments of the face of 
Christ. Sanctity means putting 
into practice the implications of 
the mighty truths of the Father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood 
of man. The supreme joy in life 
is the quest for sainthood. The 
supreme tragedy is the loss of it. 

No other truth needs to be 
driven home more urgently to the 
masses of people than the real na- 
ture of sanctity. The widespread 
impression that a saint is some 
kind of queer individual who holds 
himself aloof from the interests 
and joys of human life and radi- 
ates gloom has undoubtedly alien- 
ated the ideal of sainthood from 
many people. It is time to point 
out that healthy common sense, 
cheerfulness, kindliness, courage, 
and unfailing love are the authen- 
tic marks of sainthood.

The cold 
thalted the polio epidemic in Ber- 
lin, but brought in sickness and 
malnutrition. 


The people of Germany have 
two needs: food for the body and 
food for the mind. People who are 
istarving cannot be asked to think 
in terms of Democratic freedom 
and economic rehabilitation four 
years hence. Their position de- 
mands that they think of survival, 
of food and warmth for today. 


If our political and economic 
policies are to succeed in Europe, 
if we are to build up a democratic 
and peaceful Europe, we must 
create the necessary sociological 
and physical basis. When one is 
surrounded by physical misery 
there is little room for ideologies. 


To state even in a half-way com- 
plete manner the misery existing 
in Germany would be too horrible 
for this space but the few figures 
which follow .will help to explain 
what is taking place. 


Tuberculosis is the most serious 
danger to the health of the Ger- 
man people. Two hundred thou- 
sand are estimated to have died 
of this disease in 1946 with 759,- 
000 cases existing. At the rate 
of increase from 1939 to 1946 it 
is estimated that in 1950 there 


will be 2,200,000 cases and 440,000 
' deaths from it. 


It is hard to get nurses to ad- 
minister to these patients for fear 
of being infected, and it is no 
longer possible to encourage nures 
with special rations. Medical sup- 
plies, beds, bed linens, and simple 
things as soaps and washing pow- | 
ders are needed to give these and 


the other sick the simplest medi- 
eal attention. 


The mulnutrition and cold of this 
winter is increasing greatly the 
number needing medical aid. In 
some cases as many as four per- 
_ Sons are living in one very small 

room, (about the size of your bath- 
room). People expelled from the 
eastern territories, unable to bring 
anything with them, and weaken- 
ed from the hardships of war and 
its cruel aftermath, arrive’ every 
day. Many are sick and under-

We had many friends in Ger- 
many at the war’s end, those who 
were sure that the people of the 
U. S. fought under the banner 
of God and His love and charity 
and would help them out of their 
misery. Under our rule they have 
seen their misery become worse; 
and as a result those who deride 
the United States, Democracy and 
Christ are fast gaining followers. 


The peace of the world cannot 
be found under such circumstances. 
Neither can we just rely on an 
overall plan of reconstruction and 
rehabilitation to help Germany, a 
plan which will take years to put 
into effect. 


We must start by giving person- 
al help to these people. Clubs, 
student groups, civic organizations, 
as well as individuals should be- 
gin immediately a positive pro- 
gram of aid. Help from such pyo- 
grams may be small but it is effec- 
tive, adding the warmth of a per- 
sonal relationship based on Chris- 
tian charity to the material. value 
of the goods sent.

Reflections On Visiting 
The Freedom Train 


BY THE REV. JOHN C. McCARTHY 


APTLY called today’s modern minute man, the Freedom | 


Train is traversing the country as a Special named the 
Spirit of 1776. Bearing many of the nation’s priceless doc- 
uments, its scheduled stops are preceded by civic ceremonies 
of rededication to the American heritage. 

It is bringing to the citizens of many sections the in- 


spiration given to our forefathers 
when first sighting the Statue of 
Liberty. When they reached our 
shore of refuge their hopes were 
renewed by that classic symbol 
honoring the cause of human rights 
in democracy. 

Their descendants throughout 
the states of the union now view 
the ageing manuscripts aboard the 
Freedom Train, attesting the di- 
vine origin and civil import of 
these rights. Thomas Jefferson’s 
draft of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and Washington’s own 
copy of the Constitution and famed 
Bill of Rights are among its most 
worthy transcripts. 

The declaring of our independ- 
ence from tyranny was a recogni- 
tion that human rights, having 
their source in the Creator, require 
just government for their secure- 
ment. It acknowledged the powers 
of the State to be derived from the 
consent of the governed, with re- 
spect for the status to which the 
laws of nature and nature’s God 
entitles them. 

Our democracy’s basic concepts 
intimate a kinship with the tradi- 
tional heritage of faith in some of 
its principles. Divine revelation 
teaches the origin of creatures en- 
dowed with a spiritual nature and 
free will and also their equality 
before God. Defending these as 
self-evident truths both the influ- 
ence of Christian philosophy as 
well as the harmony between faith 
and reason is shown in these re- 
spects, 

They were rightly called God- 
fearing men, who expressed their 
reliance on Providence and appéal- 
ed to the supreme Judge of the 
world in their aspirations. How 
contrariwise were the tenets ex- 

in the manifesto of com- 
munism with its effects of reject- 
ing the doctrine of human rights, 
after denying the sovereign dom- 
inion of the Creator. Yet for the 
true security and preservation of 
our heritage, the religious and 
moral life are our allies and safe- 
guards of freedom under God. 
is especi 
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such as worthy reasons for un- 
selfish prayer. And how effec- 
tive of blessings might it be, re- 
membering the simpler purpose of 
the Freedom Train, if all would 
offer a daily prayer for our coun- 
try and its citizens. To this a pe- 
tition ought to be added for those 
deceived by errors. Whether com- 
munists or false liberals, the evils 
of infidelity and license challenge 
the sacrificial zeal of the faithful 
in the service of God and country.

HEY have a very erroneous 
concept of Christ’s Church who 
vard it merely as a religious “or- 
anization” because it is a oe 
organism,” whose body was fo 
i by Christ and into which the 
Joly Spirit was infused as its soul. 
ven the human body is an organ- 
ym, because of its soul. Therefore 
e Church is vibrant with the 
Joly Spirit’s life through His in- 
yelling. oe 
At the time of Christ’s death 
e Church’s body was constituted 
1) of the twelve Apostles, who 
rere to function corporately, and 
2) of those whom Christ was 
ront to call His disciples or pupils. 
Then on Pentecost, after the 
postles and disciples observed a 
novena in preparation for the com- 
ng of the Holy Spirit, Jesus, in 
eeping with His promise, sent this 
oly Spirit into this group collec- 
ively. From that day the Holy 


Spirit has been the principle of 
life of “the body, the Church.” 


St. Paul (Col. I, 18) refers to 
the Church as the body, of which 
Christ is the Head, Who would be 
with it “all days even unto the 
consummation of the world” (Matt. 
XXVill, 20). The Holy Spirit was 
also to “abide with it forever.” 


Therefore, no matter how many 
bad or indifferent members it 
might have along with the good, 
the Church itself remains for all 
times a divine organism. 


Catholics never call their Church 
a religious “organization.” Protes- 
tant churches are that. Any one 
may found a religious “organiza- 
tion” in the sense that he may en- 
list people to band together to 
pursue religious objectives. But no 
human being can create or found 
a human “organism,” much less a 
divine “organism.” Science, de- 


+ 


spite all its strides, has failed to 
produce life in any form, or to 
impart life to matter. Only a God 
can do that, and only a God could 
create a supernatural divine organ- 
ism, which the Church must be if 
its members are to draw divine life 
from it. 

Just as the millions of cells in 
your body are vivified with life be- 
cause they are a part of your 
living body, so every member of 
the Church can be vivified with di- 
vine life by having contacts with 
the source of such life. Members 
are grafted on the divine body, the 
Chureh, and only then begin to 
draw from it divine life. Christ 
beautifully illustrated this in the 
Parable of the Vine when He said: 
“As the branch cannot bear fruit 
unless it remain on the vine, so 
neither can you unless you abide 
in Me. I am the vine, you are the 
branches” (John XV, 5).

We also hope to enlighten 
those who have been misinformed 
about the fundamental doctrines of 
the Catholic Church which have 
stood the test of time for over 19 
centuries. Complete acceptance of 
true Christian principles should 
eliminate misunderstanding and 
prejudice. 

More than 100,000 adults join the 
Catholic Church annually in this 
country alone. These people are 
not born Catholics and have not 
been educated in Catholic Schools. 
They enter the Catholic Church in 
adult life after considering the

We see this danger in the fol- 
lowing statement of the commis- 
sion which recommended the feder- 
al appropriation: “Any school ac- 
cepting the funds should also ac- 
cept the right of the people as a 
whole to exercise review and con- 
trol of the education policies and 

of that institution.” 

Now the people as a whole can- 
not review and control education, 
except through their government 
and its bureaus. This means, that 
government control through bur- 
eaucracy has to go along with the 
spending spree that the govern- 


education are con- 
trolled? 
And why are not the liberals ex-

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cited about this threat to freedom? 
The answer is, because most lib- 
erals are not, as Catholic writers 
have been trying to point out, the 
real McCoy. They confuse free- 
dom with getting. Getting more 
money, more pay, more of the 
benefits of industry and initiative 
for people in general has been by 
every twist of sophistry defined 
as economic freedom, whereas, it 
should remain what Catholic poli- 
tical scientists seem to be alone 
in holding, distributive justice. 
When this is genuine it is a great 
boon to freedom, but it is not the 
same thing as freedom. 


When the federal government 
allots money to assist all publicly 
supported colleges and universi- 
ties, it will be another blow at pri- 
vate initiative in the most sacred 
process of a democracy. Colleges 
that exist as a result of private 
expenditure are discriminated 
against and perhaps drawn into 
such an unfavorable situation of 
economic competition with the 
schools that have the easy gov- 
ernment money to spend, that they 
will not be able to survive. We 
will be gradually getting closer and 
closer to that high point in tyran- 
ny, when thought is government 
controlled, because even in such 
incidentals to education as basket 
weaving and manual training, 
thought plays an important part. 

Real liberals should protest this 
federal aid to higher education at 
so dreadful a cost in freedom. But 
the ‘liberal’ journals are doing ex- 
actly the opposite. They are wel- 
coming it with the same avidity 
that half-educated students wel- 
come fuzzy thinkers to their cam- 
puses on the mistaken notion that 
they are promoting progressivism 
and progress. The Catholic mem- 
bers of President Truman’s com- 
mission on higher education have 
shown themselves true liberals 
again and true progressives. 
Strange that they should stand 
alone in a nation dedicated to free- 
dom, that their firm and quiet re- 
sistance to a trend that is deadly 
should be ignored while the ‘liber- 
als’ who have their eyes on the 
government check are paraded as 
patriots.

saint. In those days two excursion trains carried hundreds | to 


pf people from Fort Wayne to Rome City every Sunday dur- 
ng the summer season, and, the Catholics among them who 
ad not attended Mass at home before leaving, hurried to the 
little church from the railroad station. Mass was timed to 
aecommodate those who would come on the second train, 
arriving at Rome City at ten o’clock. But it was seldom that 
more than half the number could get inside the church. 


This little church was no longer needed after the Sisters 
of the Precious Blood purchased the Sanitarium from Dr. 
Geiermann, erected a new building containing a large chapel, 
which became the cottagers’ church, for whose convenience 
several public Masses have since been offered there every 
Sunday. Later the “little St. Peter’s’” was sold to a local 
gentleman, who converted it into a residence. 


For many years the Methodist Church of Northern In- 
diana conducted a six weeks’ course of lectures and assem- 
blies at Island Park, Rome City. On one occasion a Rev. F. F. 
De Long, who had once océupied the pastorate of the Bap- 
tist Church at Wolcottville, only one and one-half miles north 
of Rome City, but who, at this time, was out lecturing 
against the Catholic Church, was booked for a talk in the 
auditorium at Island Park. Father Noll was in possession of 
his unsavory record and even of a letter from his wife accus- 
ing him of trying to thrust carbolic acid down her throat. He 
was present for De Long’s talk, together with the pastor: of 
the Cathedral, Fort Wayne, the Provincial of the’St. Louis 
Province of Jesuits, and a number of other priests who were 
‘Testing at the Kneipp Sanitarium. After De Long finished 
Father Noll exposed him before his own audience, and took 
occasion to answer the many false charges he had made. 

Among these charges was one against the Sisterhoods 
of the Catholic Church. He had said that the evils within 
convent life never leaked out, because no one except a priest 
Was ever permitted inside a-convent. When the priest denied | . 
this allegation he arose to wager $50.00 if the priest would 
take him to a certain convent he would name. Father Quin- 
lan, of Fort Wayne, jumped to his feet, asked Father Noll to 
accept the challenge and to say that he would pay the ex- 
Penses of De Long to the place where that “certain convent” 
was. The minister was unwilling to put up the money he had 
wagered and his bluff was, therefore, called.

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three weeks on a weekday, and on Sunday when there were 
five Sundays in the month. This little parish, at that time, 
was constituted almost entirely of people born in England 
such as the Sedgwicks, the Shuttleworths and Moorhouses. 
They were exceptional Catholics, and all of them attended 
the weekday Mass, and practically all of them received Holy 
Communion every time the priest came. 


One can now drive by automobile from Kendallville to 
Albion in twenty minutes, but in those days it required two 
days of the priest’s time to make the round trip. He had 
to take the G. R. and I. Railroad from Kendallville to Avilla, 
and after a wait of several hours to proceed via the B. and 
O. from Avilla to Albion. This was always done the day 
before the Saturday Mass. The next day he returned home 
in the same manner, boarding a B. and O. train about noon 
ride only six miles to Avilla, and after waiting for an 
evening train to come along, he rode from Avilla to Kendall- 
ville. That meant that, once in three weeks, Father Noll paid 
a visit on two succeeding days to Father Duehmig, one of 
the pioneer priests of the Diocese of Fort Wayne, a big man, 
six feet four inches in height, and almost as big around. 


When the automobile came into use the Albion mission 
was abandoned because there was no need of holding week- 
day services there when the people could drive to Avilla— 
only six miles distant—every Sunday. That little church was 
also sold. But a few years ago, after the Oblate Fathers 
established a Mission House at Ligonier, Albion was placed 
under their care, with the understanding that an effort 
would be made to revive the parish. Under the Rev. John 
O’Brien, O.M.I., a very beautiful brick church was erected 
at Albion, with a complete basement, to serve as a meeting 
place and recreational center for the small congregation resi- 
dent at this county seat. 


While at Kendallville Father Noll dabbled a little in that 
phase of hypnotism which is referred to as “suggestion,” 
employed so much today by Christian Science healers.

“The next day she got up and told some of her neighbors 
that the priest had worked a miracle for her. This, of course, 
led me to give up even that much medical practice. 


“However, desirous of learning just how it would apply 
to another, the very next day I tried it on a twelve year old 
girl, niece of my housekeeper. She had been out skating with
